argument that at least he was a 
modern at some particular age, but only for a short 
period—until he grew out of it. By some such argu- 
ment as this, we cease to be modern from the day we 
are born, and thus qualify for the familiar joke that 
all of us have been moderns in our time, even if it was 
a very long time ago. 

There must be innovation, of course, but, for some 
reason which we cannot understand, an idea has 
up that at some period in his life the architect ceases 
to be modern. We are told that he is out of touch 
with what is popularly known as modern ideas, with 
conditions, materials and construction. It is a belief 
with which we do not agree. It merely raises afresh 
the old question of the respective merits of youth and 
age, and it is a question that has been raised in every 
generation. Cicero and Dr. Johnson are at one in 
ps old age from the complaints or lamentations 
commonly raised about it. Dr. Johnson in his seventieth 
year tells us—“ It is a man’s own fault, it is from want 
of use, if his mind grows torpid in old age.” 

Opinions will differ about all this, but let us try to 
understand it. The belief is generally accepted that 
change arises from the reaction of man to the sur- 
roundings created by himself, but whether there is a 
real change of heart is doubtful. At all events, we are 
on safe ground in saying that in the history of the 
human race youth has always accused its parents of 
being out of touch with modern ideas, and consequently 
unsympathetic. They are liable to be abused as old 
fogeys, lifeless academicians, and despots. It is an 
old story. The young are vigorous, active and ad- 
venturous ; the old have more experiénce and, conse- 
quently, sounder judgment. Both are needed, and 
both make mistakes. 


All these are platitudes—or at least they were, 
because youth will not believe that these truths were 
discovered long ago. So many things are supposed 


to have been discovered in post-war years. As we 
write, we glance back to a number of articles written 
by different hands thirty-five years ago. Their titles 
include—*“ Past Tradition and Modern Design”; “A 
Review of the Tendencies of the Modern School ” ; 
and “ Modern onngnagoy i pa oe a — 
ing to-day; they are, in = ly up to date.

These essays or addresses were written or delivered 
by well-known architects, most of whom, we note, 
reached to positions of eminence and honour in their 
profession.

We question whether this philosophy of architecture 
has ever been better , but that apart, we 
believe that many readers will not only detect a problem 
that was as modern thirty-five ago as it is to- 
pr goa P psarpgia with us that there is clear evidence 

and competent thought in the

It amounts to this, therefore—and we referred to 
it in a previous article—that there is every reason to 
believe that the thoughtful architects of genera- 
tion have always been modern, in the sense that they 
were fully aware of their modern conditions—the 
changes in material and methods and in the social 
structure. And that belief leads us quite natually 
to the conclusion that in the profession of architecture, 
or in the art of building, the artist or craftsman is 
always modern of his age. We might almost 
say that he is modern because of his years, since he 
could lay claim to a judgment that remembers the past 
and has witnessed the present. Whatever dispute 
there may be about age, with its faded enthusiasm for 
experiment and adventure, it is evident that if there 
was not a self-conscious desire on the part of our pre- 
decessors to appear to be modern, there is ample proof 
that they were modern, and were seeing the position 
steadily and seeing it whole. 

We come to the conclusion that the determination 
to be modern is not a post-War discovery of youth. 
Nor does the question of ability come into the matter. 
Our lecessors were aware of their modern problems, 
agrees or not with the

solutions. On the hand, contem architects 
are equally aware of our modern , but they 
differ fundamentally upon the 
correct or true i of their solu- 


tions. Therein lies the trouble to-day, and our con- 
fusion.

G-C.B., to present to 
the County Council the 
Elizabethan Manor House and grounds 
at Walton-on-Thames. The Manor 
House is a late medisval building of 
great architectural and considerable 
historical interest, and is an unusually 
fine example of the sixteenth-century 
Elizabethan period, timber-framed 
throughout, with brick chimneys. It 
is of H-plan, consisting of a central 
hall, open to the roof, with cross wings 
ateitherend. There is also a musicians’ 
gallery. The west wing (the solar), 
in which the family lived, shows the 
finest craftsmanship of the period on 
both floors, all the chief structural 
timbers being nioulded on their internal 
faces. This wing is in reasonably good 
condition. The main truss of the roof, 
over the partition, is of king-post 
type. The walls of the hall are sound, 
much re-built in brick, but the roof is 
in poor condition and will need re- 
construction; only the main trusses 
with king-posts, as in the solar, are 
original.

A REPORT on town planni 
Sexe en for the City of 
in ne estminster—prepared by 


Westminster. Professor 8S. D. Adshead,

Bath's finest thoroughfare. It widens into 
Laura-place at its junction with Henrietta- 
street and Johnston-street, and is stopped 
at its climax with Sydney House.

The eighteenth-century street architecture 
is Bath’s finest possession, and John Wood, 
Senior, her most treasured name architec- 
turally. Apart from the excellence of the

with its great lay-out and magnificent design. 
Fine Renaissance character is clearly evident 
in the Queen-square facades, which were 
mainly built in 1728, when John Wood was 
only twenty-four years of age. He lived for 
a while in the centre house of the north 
fagade and died there in 1754 at the early 
age of 50. The ‘‘ Circus” has town-planning 
qualities of unusual interest in addition to 
its more easily appreciated architectural 
merits. Foremost among these is the fact 
that it has only three exit roads. Hence the 
considerable length of each of its three great 
eurved fagades makes its circular form the 
more readily appreciated. Moreover, the 
streets leading to it all have a proper climax 
of buildings and not merely a vista of further 
road, which must be the case in a “‘ circus” 
with four exits. A comparison between 
Oxford-cireus, London, and ‘‘ The Circus,” 
Bath, makes this apparent, and everyone 
who knows the former is well aware of the 
lack of much curved facade that results be- 
cause of its four wide exit roads. Though 
it is called a “‘ circus,’’ Oxford-circus is but 
a “‘ four cross roads.”’ 

At Bath, the use of ‘‘ orders” for the 
facade treatment provides that quality of 
strength and dignity which the conception 
requires. The Circus is 100 yards in diameter 
and its fagades are 42 ft. high. This height 
accommodates the three superimposed orders 
mrt wm A loss ae scale, — gant gos as 
op to the use of a single “ giant ’’ order, 
has distinct design vila. Because of it, 
horizontal emphasis dominates any vertical 
tendency created by the led columns ; 
and the three splendid entablatures, stress- 


ing so strongly to the story heights, give 
great value to the whole work. 

John Wood, Senior, died before the al 
Crescent was built, but his son undoubtedly 
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echoed the ideas of his father in this famous 
omy a It is a monumental contribution to 
the buildings of Bath and has been the model 
for similar features elsewhere in the town as 
well as in Buxton and other resorts in Eng- 
land. The design employs the giant ‘‘ Ionic ”’ 
order, used singly, but ‘‘coupled’’ up on 
the two end houses which form the terminals 
of the scheme. In all, there are no fewer 
than 114 columns! 

Robert Adam is represented at Bath by 
his famous Pulteney Bridge. The design has 
light elegance and qualities which typify all 
the work of this renowned cighionh- ouaury 
architect. Unfortunately, the buildings upon 
the bridge have been mutilated so that their 
appearance now is somewhat curious Re- 
cently this bridge has been ranked as one of 
England’s ancient monuments. Henceforth 
its safety is happily assured. 

Many other single buildings, both civic and 
domestic, have architectural merit as well as 
more than considerable historical interest. 
The Assembly Rooms, the Pump Room and 
the Cross bath, to mention only three, could 
be the subject of many articles, but no Eng- 
lish town has a more united scheme of build- 
ing, and it is this quality that should receive 
our greatest praise. 

If Bath were more properly appreciated to- 
day, building developments now would be 
more pleasing. Much of the detail, such as 
railings and balconies, would be ‘‘ stock ”’ 
patterns, just as they were in the eighteenth 
century. Thus our architects to-day would 
be freer to consider the wider aspects of 
design and composition; they would not be 
able to ‘‘ cheat ’’ themselves in the belief that 
because every trifle on the house they had 
designed was their invention, too, its facades 
must, therefore, merit our appreciation. That 
breadth of treatment, a quality which seems 
all too rare to-day, is surely the greatest 
quality of all. Look at Chelsea Hospital. 
Ponder it and then consider why, without a 
doubt, everyone counts Sir Christopher Wren 
our greatest English architect. 


Middlesex Additions to “‘ Green Belt.” 

We learn that the London County Council, 
at the request of the Middlesex County 
Council, is to make a contribution under the 
green belt scheme towards the cost of acquir- 
mg Copse Wood and Mad Bess Wood and 
adjoining lands about a mile north of Ruislip. 
The combined area of the open spaces is about 
332 acres. Park Wood, Ruislip, 234 acres in 
area, has already been purchased by Middle- 
sex. This land, with the two areas now to 
be acquired, and some adjoining land sche- 
duled as open space in the Northwood Town 
Planning hibsne, will form a belt, mainly 
woodland, nearly two miles in extent. 
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LONDON HOUSING 


THE WORK OF THE L.C.C. 


Mr. Hersert Moraison, M.P., leader of the 
London County Council, in the course of a 
speech to the International Federation of Build- 
ing and Wood Workers at Transport House 
recently, dealt with the work of the London 
County Council in providing for the housing 
of the working-class population of London. 
Up to the War, he said, the Council had pro- 
vided nearly 10,000 dwellings, of which about 
3,500 were cottages and 6,500 were flats. 
Since the War the Council had provided more 
than 63,000 dwellings (nearly 52,000 cottages 
and 11,000 flats). The total number of dwell- 
ings provided was thus nearly 74,000, and 
these housed a population of more than 
320,000, a number larger than the popula- 
tion of many towns. The increased intensity 
of recent housing efforts could be judged from 
the fact that more than half the total number 
of dwellings had been provided in the last 
eight years. At the end of the last financial 
year the Council’s housing operations repre- 
sented a total capital expenditure of over 
£48,000,000, and the rent roll for that year 
was over £2,700,000. It was important, too, 
that the considerable housing achievement of 
the Metropolitan Borough Councils should not 
be forgotten. Those bodies had erected more 
than 20,000 complete houses since the War. 

The housing activities of the Council had 
had a twofold object—namely, the provision

of sufficient new working-class houses and the 
clearance of slums with the consequent need for 
rehousing of those who formerly inhabited 
them. To this had recently been added since 
the Housing Act of 1935 a third object, which 
was, in fact, an extension of the first—namely, 
the abolition of overcrowding. The extent 
of the slum clearance work could be judged 
from the fact that already more than 50, 
ple displaced from slam areas had been re- 
oused in the Council’s dwellings. The pro- 
vision of new houses to meet the continuous 
demand had not yet caught up with the needs 
of the population, as was evidenced by the 
fact that something like 200,000 inquiries a 
ear, both written and personal, were received 
the department responsible for letting the 
uncil’s accommodation, of which by far the 
greater number could not be acceded to. 

As regards slum clearance, an accelerated 
programme was adopted under which it was 
hoped to commence operations in all the large 
unhealthy areas in the county of London dur- 
ing the three years ending June, 1937, and 
every effort was being made to adhere to this 
programme. 

e third object—the systematic attack on 
overcrowding—was still in an early stage. A 
complete survey of the extent of overcrowding 
in London had been made by the Metropolitan 
Borough Councils under the Council’s direc- 
tion, and an estimate of the number of new 
dwellings required on the information dis- 
closed by the survey had been forwarded by 
the Council to the Ministry of Health. 
Expressed in terms of rooms, the survey 
showed that some 97,000 additional rooms 
would be required, but it could not be 
assumed that new dwellings containing this 
number of rooms would actually be required 
to be built. 

An important feature of the Act of 1935 
was its provision for dealing with large areas 
covering many acres and their systematic re- 
development. This was an entirely new de- 

rture in housing legislation, and showed 
oe the allied subjects of housing and town 
planning must be dealt with jointly if an 
ordered development was to replace the 
chaotic conditions prevalent in many areas to- 
day. This type of redevelopment, apart from 
large-scale slum clearance, obviously required’ 
a large open space on which a start could be 
made to rehouse the very large numbers who. 
must be disturbed by so extensive an opera- 
tion, and such an area had been secured by 
the Council in East London. The public spirit 
of certain owners of _— estates in that 
area had enabled the Council to purchase for 
addition to Hackney Marshes an area which 
would allow some 20 acres of the existing 
marsh to be used as a jumping-off point for 
large-scale slum clearance and any scheme of 

velopment which might be adopted in, 
the congested areas of East London. Whether 
the overcrowding provisions of the Act of 
1935 were adequate for large-scale operations, 
however, was a matter of some uncertainty,

a gp Section 12 (1) (e) specifically deals 
with such provision. 

The position now, however, is not so far 
advanced as this, in that a scheme has not 
been adopted, nor even yet prepared. ll 
that Rear done up to the present time is 
that the Council has by ‘resolution (dated 
November 10, 1932), decided to prepare a 
scheme, which resolution has been duly 
approved by the Minister. 

y depositing plans for consideration in 
respect of Town Planning you would in effect 
make application for an interim development 
order, which order, unless the Council in the 
meantime change their intentions as to 
zoning, will be refused, under powers granted 
under Section 10 (3). Subsection (4) permits 
the authority, ‘‘if they think fit,’ to make 
a contribution towards any Mamage or ex- 
pense you are likely to suffer by reason of 
their decision—a most remarkable provision 
to appear in an Act of this.country’s Parlia- 
ment. Subsection (5) grants you the right of 
appeal to the Minister to be heard at an 
inquiry if either party desire a hearing, and 
he is bound to consider any offer which the 
authority have made. 

Under Section 16, however, the authority 
is bound to consider the effect of a refusal 
upon both the public interest and the interest 
of the applicant, and must not refuse unless 
it is satisfied that there is other land avail- 
able suitable for the building operations, and 
on reasonable terms, and either that the pro- 
ject involves the excessive expenditure of 
public money, or seriously injures the ameni- 
ties of the locality. 

There is no doubt, therefore, that the in- 
tention of the Act is that any reasonable 
building scheme shall be allowed, or that the 
applicant for permission to carry out such a 
scheme shall be compensated for the loss in- 
curred through a refusal. 

_ In this case the authoritv will have to show 
in what way the amenities of Lumton will 
be injured by the sort of development you 
propose, and that there is available land at 
a reasonable price elsewhere, presumably in

an equally suitable position in relation to the 
town, upon which that development could 
take place. 

At the moment, however, you have suffered 
no damage. You have not sought permission 
to develop, and it has ¢ ore not been 
necessary to refuse. You are, however, aware 
of the present intentions of the Council, and 
your correct procedure is to deposit a plan 
and apply for an interim development order. 
If within two months neither consent nor 
refusal is given, consent may be as 
unconditional. You must, however, prepare 
to wait any period up to this one of two 
months. 

If your application is refused, you will 
naturally be ‘‘ an aggrieved person,’ and 
will appeal to the Minister, and will no 
doubt request an Inquiry. I understand these 
are held on an average between a fortnight 
and a month after such request, so that you 
must be prepared to be in suspense for per- 
haps three months after your first applica. 
tion—a period which may or may not 
serious consequence to you. 

If I may make a suggestion, as I am making 
to those other of my clients who are affected, 
I suggest that you should endeavour to take 
a short cut through this machinery by allow- 
ing me on your behalf to make joint repre- 
sentations to the Council. 

My impression is that this would demon- 
strate to that body the number and serious- 
ness of the appeals which will be forth- 
coming and some indication as to the bill for 
compensation which the public purse will 
have to meet. I should then expect the draft 
plan to be accordingly revised to permit such 
very reasonable projects as you are putting

Main wards are of 
parallel-bed type, with large windows having 
sliding-folding sections allowing of maximum 
opening. Distant-operated fazlights are wee 
vided for ventilation in inclement weather. 
Special attention has been given to sound- 
proofing between wards and adjoining sani- 
tary units, and between the private wards. 
The labour unit in the maternity section is 
also cut off by double walls and sound-proof 
doors. The main entrance to the site (the 
buildings are situated well back from the 
road) is from Ewell-road, and the lay-out 
here, consisting of low walls with stone 
coping and stainless steel railing, with large 
cireular ended piers and a forecourt Jaid 
with York stone paving, has been erected on 
behalf of the residents of the district as their 
memorial of the Jubilee of his late Majesty. 
The planning and modelling of the porter's 
lodge and office also gives interest. to the 
entrance, and the hospital name has been 
displayed on a blank wall in stainless steel 
letters, floodlit at night. External lighting 
of drives, etc., is time-switched. Goods and 
staff enter the site at the rear of the build- 
ings from South Bank-terrace. This also 
provides entry for a hearse. The construction 
is of brick weight-carrying walls and internal 
partitions. Externally, the building is faced 
with light-tone facing bricks, five courses to 
the foot, with slightly recessed pointing in 


- cement gauged with lime. Copings and cills 


are of Portland stone. Floors and roofs are 
hollow-tile reinforced concrete, and wherever 
possible the use of steel joists is avoided, re- 
inforced concrete beams being introduced to 
carry any special loadings. Roofs are 
covered with broken brick blanket under the 
asphalt finish, Thin internal partitions are 
of hollow moler earth blocks. All windows 
are steel, and the fittings therefore are 


specially designed for the purpose.

Floor finishes are : Rhodesian teak blocks in 
wards, *‘ Korkoid’’ in oorridors and staff 
rooms and offices, terrazzo in sanitary apart- 
ments, pre-cast hydraulically pressed terrazzo 
tiles in main kitchen and in entrance hall. 
Walls generally are finished in enamelled 
plaster; the corridors have terrazzo dados, 
as also have all sanitary apartments. ill 
internal angles are covered. The board-room 
has curly birch dado (flush) with green 
marble fireplace. Gas fires in wards are 
flush with terrazzo surrounds, shelves and 
hearths. Main kitchen has a door-height 
white-glazed tile dado. The main entrance 
doorway is lined with travertine. 


Heating is by low pressure hot water; the 
boilers for heating and domestic hot water 
are fired by automatic screw-type underfeed 
stokers (mechanical). Solid fuel is used. 
Both systems are accelerated by silent elec- 
tric pumps. All pipes are concealed, though 
accessible, and mains are carried in creeping 
ways under the main corridors. All wards 
(also several staff rooms, offices, etc.) have 
fires for auxiliary heating and cheerfulness; 
these are mainly gas, though those in large 
wards are electric. Staff sitting-rooms have 
coal fires. 

A complete radio installation has been pro- 
vided, with headphones at each patient’s bed 
and loudspeaker in the staff rooms. The 
receiver and amplifying equipment has been 
built into a pa ss in the matron’s office. 
The fire-alarm system operates from salient 
points, and the alarm is given by two exter- 
nal gongs as well as in the local fire station. 


A call system for patients is operated by 
red lights. These are situated over eac 
patient’s bed, over each ward door on the 
corridor side, and in each ward duty room. 
Pressure by the patient .on the pear push pro- 
vided operates relays to light the signals, 
and thus a chain of lights is seen by the 
staff concerned im tracing back the call. The 
lights remain on until the system is reset, 
which can only be done at the bedside of the 
patient concerned, thus ensuring attention to 
every call. A bi-synchronons electric clock 
system is installed; in the event of mains 
failure a battery is automatically switched 
into operation to carry on the indication of 
correct time. apa 

Mains failure in regard to the electric light- 
ing is also poe against by an automatic- 
ally controlled emergency battery. The emer- 
gency circuit lamps are combined with the 
main lighting fittings in the corridors. Local 
failure in the circuit of the shadowless operat- 
ing lamp brings into opuniiee a — which 
brin e battery into the circuit. 

The cooking apparatus in the main kitchen 
consists of large solid-fuel hest-storage

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FRANCO-BRITISH UNION OF ARCHITECTS 


16TH ANNUAL MEETING, EDINBURGH 
(JULY 22-26). 

Tue Franco-British Union of Architects is 
not only a useful point of contact for the 
architects of Great Britain and France but 
also, in the difficult times in which we live, 
a centre of co-operation with growing influ- 
ence in both countries. The fact that these 
meetings are informal and social certainly 
adds to their value, and—by a curious paradox 
—demonstrates that an informal exchange of 
ideas between architects facing the same 
problems from a different aspect is of con- 
siderable value. This year a rather more 
ambitious Pg rere extended this contact 
to Scotland, and attracted a large attendance 
of French members. 

The proceedings of the Congress opened 
with an informal dinner at the RIBA, 
arranged for the benefit of those English 
members who were unable to get to Edin- 
burgh. Those present were : M. Gras (Presi- 
dent) and Mme. Gras, Mr. H. V. Lanchester 
Me ice-President) and Mrs, Lanchester,

Next morning the French visitors left by 
motor-coach for Chester and Edinburgh, 
accompanied by Lt.-Col. H. P. Cart de 
fontaine and by some members of the British 
Section in their own cars. The route taken 
was along the Great West Road, where, 
rather surprisingly, our French members 
commented favourably on the charm and tidi- 
ness of the English ‘‘ homes,’’ but condemned 
the ultra-modern flat-roofed houses as ‘‘des 
horreurs.’’ Passing on through Runnymede, 
Windsor and Eton, the party made a halt at 
Oxford, and, later, a more extended stay at 
Stratford-on-Avon for lunch and a rapid visit 
to the Church and the Memorial Theatre. 
The next stop was at Lichfield, where the 
cathedral was much admired, and the end of 
the first day’s journey was reached at 
Chester. Here, in spite of the long run, our 
French guests spent some hours in sight- 
seeing after dinner, and were full of admira- 
tion for the Rows and the way in which the 
character of the town had been preserved in 
more modern buildings. 

Next morning an early start was made, in 
depressing weather, for Edin burgh. The first 
item of interest was a run through the new 
Mersey Tunnel, which provoked many 
questions and made a great impression as 
an example of the successful collaboration of 
the architect and the civil engineer. 

After a short stop at Gars the route 
lay through Lancaster and Kendal to Amble- 
side, where a halt ag a —— tonics 
proceeding onwards via the es (whic 
were veiled in rain and mist) to Carlisle. 
Here the weather improved, and by the time 
Gretna Green was reached the rain had 
ceased. Somewhat rashly a stop was made to 
visit the famous smithy and aroused so 
much interest that Moffat was not reached 
until 6.45 p.m. The last part of the journey 
over the Pentland Hills was made enchanting 
by the varied sun and shadow and the rich

Visits in Edinburgh. 

Next morning, Friday, 24th, was occupied 
by a visit to Holyroodhouse, the Scottish 
War Memorial and the Castle, arranged by 
the Royal Incorporation of Architects in Scot- 
land and the Edinburgh Architectural 
Association. Later the visiting French and 
English members were entertained to 
luncheon at the Caledonian Station Hotel by 
the R.LAS. Here Mr. G. Soutar, 
President of the Incorporation, proposed the 
toast of the French visitors in cordial terms, 
and M. Maurice Gras, the eg resi- 
dent of the Franco-British Union of Archi- 
tects, in responding, expressed the apprecia- 
tion of himself and his colleagues for the 
cordiality of. their reception and the 
pleasure which they experienced in renew- 
ing the ties of friendship between France and 
Scotland by this visit. 


Formal Business. 


Immediately after luncheon members 
adjourned to the rooms of the R.LA.S., 
where the formal business of the sixteenth 
annual meeting of the Union was transacted. 
After correspondence and apologies for 
absence had been dealt with, the members 
stood for a few moments in silent homage to 
the memory of King George, and a similar 
tribute was paid to the memory of Monsieur 
Albert Louvet, one of the founders and First 
President of the Union. 


Reports of the work of the past session 
were made by the Secretary-General, who 
referred to the progress made in the scheme 
for co-operation with the League of Nations 
for the better regulation of International com- 
petitions in architecture and the joint com- 

tition between students of the Ecole des 

eaux Arts in Paris and of “‘ recognised ”’ 
British schools of architecture, which was 
promoted and arranged by the Union jn con- 
sultation with the Director of the French 
National School and the Board of Architec- 
tural Education of Great Britain. On the 
proposition of M. Maurice Gras (president), 
Mr. H. V. Lanchester was unanimously 
elected president for the ensuing year. Mr. 
Lanchester, having taken the chair and 
thanked the members for the honour conferred 
upon him, proposed Monsieur A. Tournaire 
- oo who was also unanimously 
elected.

The data so ob- 
tained give a mass of valuable information 
relating to the general housing conditions of 
the working classes. The Report on the 
survey reproduces in an appendix the detailed 
information relating to each individual local 
authority and, in the introduction, deals 
generally with the main conclusions which 
can be drawn from the information. 

3.1 local housing authorities in Eng- 
land sad Walcs were asked to undertake this 
survey of all working-class dwellings in their 
areas and to report the result of their survey 
to the Minister of Health by June 1 last.

resent Report was written, but many o 
hues were received in time to be included in 
the tables in the appendix. 

4. The overcrowding ition is sum- 
marised in the statement that 8,924,523 dwell- 
ings were inspected—equal to the total num- 
ber of houses existing in 1931—of which 
$41,554 (or 3.8 per cent.) were overcrowded. 
The distribution of a - mA gar tg 
families among dwellings of different sizes is 
set out in Table Cl of the Report. From this 
table can be pi out at once the number 
of families any given size in the whole 
country occupying the dwellings of any given 
amount of accommodation ; it is then possible 
to pick out the worst cases of overcrowding. 
For example, the table shows that there 
was one i isting of nine unitst 
occupying one room between 70 and 90 square 
feet in area, while there were 470 families of 
between six and ten nnits in size occupying 
one room only. At the other end of the 
scale the table shows that over 89,000 work- 
ing-class families consisting of only two units 
occupy dwellings with six rooms or more. 
Corresponding information is given separately

5. (Table II, page xi.) The Report con- 
tains a tabular ysis of the average units 
of accommodation per family of given size, 
which clearly shows that the working-class 
family of average size is housed well above 
the statutory minimum standard. But the 
total accommodation at the disposal of the 

families of eight or nine units or more 
is insufficient, though some such families are 
not actually overcrowded. 


Size and Accommodation of Working-class 
Families. 

6. (Tables III and IV, page xii.) The Re- 
port classifies families according to the pro- 
portion which their actual accommodation 
bears to the minimum accommodation they 
ought to have according to the overcrowding 
standard ; over 46 per cent. of all the work- 
ing-class families in the country are shown 
to be so well housed that the number of per- 
sons in each family could be doubled and 
yet overcrowding would not ensve. On the 
other hand, 380,000 families—or 4.4 per cent. 
of the present uncrowded families—are very 
near the border line of overcrowding, and a 
small variation of the overcrowding standard 
would bring them in. A further table 
(Table IV) brings to light the intensity of 
overcrowding; over 43 per cent. of over- 
crowded families are shown to have at least 
80 per cent. of the minimum accommodation 
required by the overcrowding standard and 
only 4.8 per cent. have less than half the 
minimum accommodation required by the 
standard 

7. Other calculations show the average 
number of units in a working-class family,

The average overcrowded family is, there- 
fore, 74 per cent. larger than the average 
family and occupies accommodation on the 
average 37 per cent. less. 

8. Other tables (Tables V and VI, pages 
xiii and xiv) analyse the number of over- 
crowded families of each size and the corre- 
sponding percentage of the total number of 
families of the same size, with corresponding 
information for overcrowded dwellings. 

9. Table V shows that 30.4 per cent. of all 
overcrowded families consisted of small 
families up to 4 units in size, while 27.7 per 
cent. of all overcrowded families consisted of 
large families of 7 units or over. Over- 
crowding may occur in families of normal size 
in certain areas use, for some reason or 
other, they cannot obtain an ordinary work- 
ing-class dwelling; while overcrowding of 
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abnormally large families is likely to occur in 
any area because the average working-class 
dwelling, which is generally all they can 
afford, is not large enough for them. 

10. Table VI shows that 43.3 per cent. of 
the overcrowded dwellings were of either one 
or two rooms, while only 2.7 cent. of 
the overcrowded dwellings had five rooms or 
more. Overcrowding is much more common 
in dwellings of two and three rooms than 
in dwellings of any other size. 


Effect of Applying a Different Standard. 

11. The overcrowding standard in the 
Housing Act does not pretend to represent 
‘an ideal standard of housing, but the 
minimum which is tolerable and at the same 
time capable of immediate or early enforce- 
ment. e Report shows what the position 
would have been if the standard had been 
higher, and had been such as to provide that 
an uncrowded dwelling is one in which it 
would normally be unnecessary to use the 
living accommodation for sleeping purposes ; 
the number of overcrowded families according 
to the present survey would be 853,000 in- 
stead of 341,000, the number actually over- 
crowded on the present standard. (Tables 
VII and VIII, pages xv and xvi.) The 
latter number, however, is sufficiently high 
for its abatement to occupy many local 
authorities, especially those still heavily 
engaged in sium clearance, for the next few 
years. On tne other hand, with very few 
exceptions, they should be able to complete it 
within such a period. Once the present 
standard has been generally reached through- 
out the country, it would not be unreason- 
able to assume that a higher standard could 
be achieved within a comparatively short 
number of years if Parliament decided to 
raise it. 


Where Overcrowding Occurs. 

12. The appendix to the Report contains 
tables showing separately the overcrowding 
position for each housing authority in the 
country, with maps showing the regional 
distribution of overcrowding in certain 
selected areas. 

13. The worst overcrowding is for the 
most part in the East End of London and 
the North East Coast. The County of 
London and the Geographical Counties of 
Durham and Northumberland together con- 
tain about 40 per cent. of all the overcrowded 
families in the country, though the percentage 
of total population in these areas is only 16. 
Sunderland is the worst overcrowded (more 
than 20 per cent.) of the large cities, towns, 
or metropolitan boroughs; there are prac- 
tically as many overcrowded families in 
Sunderland as in Kent, Surrey and Sussex 
together. Shoreditch and Stepney were the 
most overcrowded of the London boroughs. 
The country south of a line from the Severn 
to the Wash, but excluding London, has 
8,000 fewer overcrowded families than 
Northumberland and Durham alone. 

14. The average overcrowding percentage 
for the different classes of local authorities

15. Other tables in the Report (Tables IX- 
XIII, pages xvii-xx) show (1) the degree of 
overcrowding in London, the county boroughs, 
and geographical counties ; (2) 20 of the most 
overcrowded and least overcrowded urban 
and rural areas; and (3) the intensity of over- 
crowding in the different classes of authority. 
The percentage in London varies from 17.2 
(Shoreditch) to 1.7 (Woolwich); in county 
boroughs from 20.6 (Sunder ea to 0.35 
(Bournemouth); and in geographical counties 
from 12.0 (Durham) to 0.7 (Isle of the 
The most overcrowded area of all is Heb 
burn urban district (25.2 per cent.), while the 
five urban districts of Alsager, Grange, 
Arundel, Aberayron and New Quay have 
no overcrowded families. The most over- 
crowded rural district is Norham-and- 
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Aslandshires (22.2 cent.) and the least 
overcrowded are urn and Truro, with 
4 percentage of 0.3. 


Houses Owned by Housing Authorities. 

16. The question of overcrowding in local 
authorities’ own houses is of special interest. 
The tables in the Report show that the degree 
of -overerowding in the houses of most 
authorities is greater than in privately-owned 
houses, This is because, in providing new 
houses, local authorities have for the most 
part erected houses of a size suitable for the 
average working-class family. In practice, 
however, they have carried out their duty to 
deal with the worst housing conditions and 
to give preference to large families unsuitably 
housed. Particularly, they have taken as 
tenants families with young children who, as 
they grow up, overcrowd the accommodation 
available. Even the overcrowded families 
concerned, however, are much better housed 
now than they were before they got a Council 
house. Altogether 873,033 dociiags owned 
by cary grog ray were inspected, of 
which 44, (or 5.1 per cent.) were over- 
crowded. The percentage for privately 
owned dwellings is 3.7. Taking the different 
classes of authorities, the highest Le arag 
of overcrowding in Council houses is in t 
London a Pieler (989 1 is 10.5, "s coe 
cases being Po .9 per cent.), ey 
(23.6 per cent.) and Bermondsey (20.0 per 
cent.). The highest individual case in the 
whole of England and Wales is Skelmersdale 
urban district, where 15 (or 48.4 per cent.) 
out of the 31 Council houses are overcrowded. 
The survey discloses incidentally that at the 
time of the survey quite a large number of 
the ordinary non-parlour, 3-bedroom, type 
of Council house, which on the overcrowding 
standard should accommodate 54-7 persons 
according to the sizes of the bedrooms, were 
in fact occupied by a much smaller number. 
The probable explanation is that the houses 
in question have been in the same tenancy 
for a considerable number of years, and 
family changes have reduced the number of 
occupants. The existence of these under- 
occupied houses simplifies the problem of 
abating overcrowding in municipally-owned 
houses as it opens the way to re-arranging 
tenants. 

17. A further table (Table XVI, page xxii) 
shows that about 72 es cent. of all Council 
houses are of the 3-bedroom type, with or 
without a parlour. It also shows that the 
average number of units in Council houses is 
appreciably larger than the national average 
of 3.2 (see graph 7 above)—further evi- 
dence that focal authorities are providing 
accommodation for the larger families. 

18. A further table (Table XVII, page 
xxiii) shows that the overcrowding in Council 
houses is for the most part due to ge, 
large families in normal-sized dwellings an 
not to any appreciable extent to the practice 
of sub-letting. 


New Houses to Abate Overcrowding. 

19. The returns summarised in the Report 
are not sufficient to give an accurate figure 
of the number of additional houses which 
would have been necessary at the time of the 
survey to relieve overcrowding. Local 
authorities have been asked to forward to the 
Minister by August 1 their estimates of the 
numbers of new houses wired and the 
numbers and sizes of those which they would 
probably have to provide elves, and 
when returns are received it will be 
possible to give a reliable figure for the whole 
country. : 

20. Nevertheless, the present returns give 
some guidance as to the general scale of the 
problem. On the assumption that, say, 60 
per cent, of the total number of overcrowded 
families will uire new houses, then the 
number of new houses required would be 
about 200,000. : 

21. The rt notes in conclusion that, 
even on the hypothetical standard referred to 
in paragraph 11 above, the total number of 
houses required would, on the 60 per cent. 
basis just mentioned, not exceed some 500,000.

FRANCO-BRITISH 
STUDENTS’ COMPETITION 


By H. P. CART DE LAFONTAINE, 
F.R..BA.

Tuere was recently on view in the Florence 
Memorial Hali, at the R.LB.A., a series of 
projects executed by students of the French 
National School of Fine Arts and students of 
the schools of architecture in Great P ‘tain 
which are “ recognised’’ by the R.1.4.A. 
This joint contest, which is organised by the 
Franco-British Union of Architects, is held 
annually on a programme set by the Competi- 
tion Committee (Commission des Concours) of 
yr Fag des Beaux Arts, and gives students 
0 countries an opportunity of - 
ing a problem from a different male We the 
ordinary school programme. 

This year the subject set was a study of a 
plan in the “ grand manner,’’ and it must 
be admitted that the French participants show 
to considerable advantage, both in the method 
of presentation and the interpretation of the 
programme, over the students of the British 
schools, 

There are several quite good reasons for this. 
Firstly, there is the technical difficulty of the 
dimensions of the drawings, which require 
more table or floor space than can be arranged 
in many of our own schools; secondly, there is 
the fact that this is the first occasion when 
a big “‘ lay-out’ has been set as the subject 
of the competition; and thirdly, there is the 
rather important factor that the programme 
forms part of the ordi school course in 
France, but is not part of the course in our 
own schools. If one considers these factors, 
one can say with justice that the students of 
the British schools have no cause to be dis- 
couraged. 

It may also be stated that it is proposed 
that planning swbjects shall be alternated with 
essays in decoration, though the Director of 
the French National School quite rightly in- 
sists that the real test of an architect is his 
ability to plan, a fact which does not, perhaps, 
receive the attention it deserves in the British 
schools. 

The subject of this year’s contest, ‘‘ A 
Palace of Luxury Trades in an International 
Exhibition.”’ was a topical one for the French 
students, many of whom are, no doubt, working 
in their ateliers on designs for the Inter- 
national Exhibition which is to be held in 
Paris (Deo volente) next year. 

The two important factors likely to influence 
the solutions of the problem were that the 
buildings were set in a wooded site, and that 
the lay-out of the gardens should take this, 
and the possibility of the introduction of water 
in pools and lakes, etc., into account, and that 
the buildings were situated at the end of a 
large avenue. 

ew of the British competitors have fully 
realised the possibilities of this suggestive 
but important part of the programme, and 
most them have ex ed time and con- 
siderable thought and ingenuity in scheming 
the accommodation required in detail. The 
French students, on the other hand, show 
little originality in the details of their plans, 
but have nearly all contrived to give a better 
impression of the solution suggested in the 
programme than their British rivals. 

As one of the British jury in the final 
stage it will, I think, be better to follow the 
injunction wisely laid on our assessors in our 
public competitions (for which, after all, these 
contests are a preparation), and abstain from 
comment or criticism of any particular set of 
drawings. But I can, without indiscretion, 
add a brief summary of the remarks made by 
Sir George Clerk, the Ambassador of His 
Majesty in Paris, and of Monsieur Corbin, the 
Ambassador of the French blic in 
London, who visited the two exhibitions in 
Paris and London respectively. 

Our ambassador in is was present at the 
opening of the Exhibition at the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts and was struck by the difference 
in the “ rendering ” of the designs. He also 
remarked that the French stadents seem to 
have captured a spirit of gaiety which was

Rain on a Flat Roof.

The wall where the drain- 
pipe is is an ordinary outside cavity wall, 
and the pipe stands about 14 in. away, held 
by wood bobbins. The roof, so far as I can 
see, is built of 7-in. by 24-in. joists, a wood 
top on and then the usual bitumen, slats and 
pebbles.

ARCHITECTS’ 
REGISTRATION COUNCIL 


MAINTENANCE SCHOLARSHIPS IN 
ARCHITECTURE. 


The Architects’ Registration Council of the 
United Kingdom set up by the Architects 
(Registration) Act, 1931, has recentl 
the second award of its Maintenance 
ships in Architecture. 

Under the Act it is provided that at least 
half the total amount of the fees received in 
each calendar year by the Council shall be 
devoted, in such manner and on such condi- 
tions as the Council may determine, to the 
provision of scholarships and maintenance 
grants for the assistance of students in archi- 
tecture whose means appear to the Council to 
be insufficient to enable them to pursue their 
studies. 

In this second year of the Maintenance 
Scholarship scheme it has been found possible 
to assist no fewer than four students by 
grants varying from £50 to £138. This figure 
represents the amounts which the scholars 
were able to satisfy the Committee that they 
needed in order to complete their architec- 
tural training. In addition, the grants made 
last year to four students were renewed. One 
other student has now completed his training. 
These grants varied from £40 to £147 in 
value. 

The grants are awarded in the first instance 
for one year only, but are renewable from 
year to year upon reports of satisfactory pro- 
gress until the students have completed their 
architectural training. All the students are 
going to attend the leading architectural 
schools throughout the country. The system 
of selection has, we are informed, again 

roved completely successful, as it has been 

ound that those candidates have been chosen 
whom it was the intention of the Act to help. 

The scheme for the scholarships pre- 
supposes that each scholarship will be 
required for a maximum period of five years, 
and it has been arranged to offer new grants 
annually up to £350 in value apart from the 
continuation of any scholarships which may 
be in existence.

BRISTOL SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE. 

The prizes at the annual exhibition and 
prize-giving at the Royal West of England 
Academy Behool of Architecture were pre- 
sented by Mr. Ian Orr-Ewing, M.P., at the 
Academy, Bristol. Mr. J. Ralph Edwards, 
chairman of the School Council, and V.-P. 
Bristol Society of Architects, was in the chair. 

Mr. G. D. Gordon Hake, headmaster, in his 
annual report, said the past year was the 
first of the new ar ent with the Royal 
West of England Academy, by which the 
Academy become more closely knit with 
the school, particularly as regarded financial 
responsibility. The year had proved most 
satisiactory. Membership had remained 
stable at about 50 students, and the echool 
was continually receiving requests for help 
from private, scehiinat and Government 
offices.

MORE ABOUT RECURRING DEFECTS—VI 
By J. R. TAYLOR 


A SPECIFICATION FOR REPAIRS. 
(Continued.) 


“Take off the top courses of chimney 
to... and rebuild same, resetting pots and 
flaunching in cement, Rake out joints of 
brickwork to caghhesaernm & stacks above roof, 
repair or renew defective flaunching ide 
and fix any new pots required.” ¢ 3g 
run the second item of our specification. In 
some districts the building by-laws firmly 
require that flues shall be 14 in. by 9 in. 
inside size. It would be much better to 
insist on 9 in. by 9 in., and that each 
throughout its length should be contained 
in not less than 9-in. brickwork. Or, 
a that fireclay flue liners should 
be used, when it is for some sufficient reason 
required that the containing brickwork shall 
be of half-brick thickness. A fireclay five 
liner 9 in. internal diameter is in every 
way (for domestic buildings) more efficient 
than a 14 in. by 9 in. parged brickwork flue. 
For nearly all bedrooms, a 6-in. diameter 
flue liner would serve better than the 
ordinary flue which is required to act as a 
badly-designed ventilator. Where a _bed- 
room is without a fireplace, the by-laws 
generally require the provision of a ventilator 
“having an unobstructed sectional area of 
100 sq. in. at the least.” But put in a fire- 
place constructed to burn coal, and, though 
a fire may never be lit, the opening may be 
reduced to 81 sq. in. Put in a gas-stove that 
may never be used, and the opening may be 
reduced to less than 50 in. Put the ventilator 
in a north or east wall, and the occupier of 
the house will block up the opening, even 
though the authority have, as is usual, 
accepted one having lo than 25 sq. in. of 
unobstructed sectional area. But we must 
return to our specification. 

The main reason why top courses of 
chimney stacks have to be rebuilt is that 
there is seldom room properly to seat the 
pots without forming some sort of a project- 
ing capping. when the flue-containing walls 
are only half-brick thick. The usual stock 
*‘square”’ pattern pot mostly has a base of 
greater area than the tapering shaft; and 
many makers, by reason of traditional com- 
pliance with early by-laws, make the pots 
at the base 9 in. by 9 in. or 14 in, by 9 in. 
inside, instead of overall measurement. At 
first sight there would seem to be a suffi- 
ciently sound reason for this, in that it is 
not desirable that a reduction of the flue 
should take the form of an “ in-sail”’ that 
would obstract the ascent of smoke. But if 
the pargetting is properly done, this will not 
occur. In course of time the joint between 
cement flaunching and pot fails to keep out 
the water, and once moisture finds a way 
into. brickwork, disintegration is only a 
matter of time. Precast concrete chimney 
tops are now obtainable, and their use goes a 
long way towards providing a solution. 

The external walls of chimneys should 
never be less than one brick thick, for both 
moisture tration and loss of heat affect 
the draught of the flues. Often where com- 
plaint is made of a smoky chimney, and the 
trouble is of recent origin, it is found that 
repointing the stack will bring about an 
improvement. If the stack contains several 
seldom used flues, fires should be lit to 
help dry the brickwork out. When the par- 
getting of flues becomes defective. there is 
no means that can be employed for re- 
instatement or repair short of cutting into 
the flues th t their length. This is 
so expensive that it is hardly ever done. In 
some cases the “‘ mid-feathers.”’ “‘ withs,” or 
“‘ wythes ” are so badly built that as soon 
as the pargetting fails they fail also, and 

i come away when the chimneys are 
swept. 


We may next find a clause reading : “‘ Rake 
out the joints of brickwork to south-west 


gable wall to a depth of not less than three- 


quarters of an inch, and repoint same in 
(cement, lime, mastic) mortar, and apply two 
coats of ‘X ¥ Z’ colourless damp resister.” 
This may or may not be the best treatment. 
. The point to be first decided is whether it 
is the brick or the mortar that is at fault, or 
whether it is that the brickwork was not in 
the first place properly carried out. Build- 
ing with bricks that are too dry is probably 
the occasion of more than half of the 
troubles of this sort. Bricks, however, 
are sometimes used that are so porous 
as to be quite unsuitable for use in 
domestic buildings. Called in at the right 
time, one may count the headers through the 
plastering, just as one could in earlier times 
distinguish the “ bonders” or ‘“‘ through- 
stones ’’ in the walls of houses built of the 
softer sandstones. It is claimed for some 
preparations that application of them will fill 
the pores of such bricks, and solidify and 
prevent penetration. There is some truth in 
this claim, for a case so treated over five years 
ago under the writer’s direction has given no 
further trouble, though the penetration had 
been such as to stain papering on internal 
cross-walls for a distance of s several feet. The 
difficulty, however, that the builder has to 
face is that his customer demands, as a rule, 
immediate treatment when the trouble is at 
ite worst. He is thus called upon to imprison 
damp within the wall. The prope time for 
applying damp-resister is in the height of 
summer, while the brickwork is dry and 
absorbent. The writer's method is to rake 
out the joints and apply one coat, repoint, 
and then apply another coat. But while a 
good damp-resister may stop pores, one 
cannot expect it permanently to bridge gaps, 
nor restore crumbling brickwork. 
Consequently, the specification may read : 
** Rake out joints of brickwork and hack for 
key and two-coat render in cement and sand 
(1-3) lined out to imitate stonework.’’ The 
proportions of cement to sand may be in- 
creased to 1-2, or even to half cement and 
half sand, but there are reasons other than 
that of economy for not using too rich a 
mix. It will be noted that the specification 
lays down that the rendering is to be lined 
out in imitation of stone. But the true reason 
for lining out is to put the formation of 
shrinkage cracks under control. That is to 
eay, if the cracks do occur it is better that 
they should be along previously arranged 
straight lines than be ragged and unsightly. 
When the external walls of a house are to 
be cement rendered or rough-cast, there are 
many points that should be “ in a 
roperly prepared specification. inwater 
ate pet pipes, for instance, should usually be 
taken down and refixed on bobbins having 
plenty of projection. This may in some cases 
necessitate the provision of new ‘‘ swan- 
neck ” bends, but to leave the pipes up and 
rtly bury them is to make a very poor job. 
The finish of the rough-cast against existing 
door and window frames should be detailed, 
and if these openings have plain stone heads 
eet flush with the brickwork a method of 
treatment other than that of leaving them 
recessed is desirable. Much has been written 
as to the proper way of doing external cement 
rendering, but the essentials, other than good 
material and skill, are two: (a) A properly 
surface affording a good key, damp, 
washed clean; (6) proper attention 
seasoning, which, amongst othar things, 
demands shade and dampness, for a period 
of fourteen days. A point to note is that if 
the verge of the slating to a gable is cut so 
close as not to master the rendering, or rough- 
cast, this may be best overcome by putting 
in wider slates, for it is important that damp 
should not here find entry. As the result of 
either heat or cold, dampness behind render- 
ings is likely to result in blistering. 
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show a sufficient in to permit 
being done, a small moulding planted 
and bedded in red-lead putty serves fairly 
well, In ordinary domestic work the com- 
monest defect met with in the construction 
of windows is the provision of i 

cills. Defective i under window

buildings that it is astonishing that 
tects and builders should go on using cills 
of a design, and in materials, that 
in so much damage. One comes across the 
same defect in all classes of domestic build- 
ings, from cottage to mansion. In recent 
times some architects have learned to specify 
ate) ind courses for chimneys; fewer, to 
put dampcourses under wall copings; but 
fewer still, to put a dampcourse under 
window cills. A glazed and painted window 
is impervious, all the rain that beats on 
to it must flow down to the sill. If the rain 
is wind-driven, it will be held there, and find 
entry into any crevice. There is a want of 
logic about a specification that demands oak 
or teak cills to deal windows and yet sets 
them on brick, terra cotta, or other jointed 
cills, There is also a want of logic in de- 
ciding that neither slates nor tiles must be 
bedded at gable or the eaves, and yet nog 
ing that the latter shall be bedded as cills. If 
a building be faced with multi-coloured rustic 
bricks very well laid, it need only be looked 
at after rain has ceased. and the work has 
started to dry out, to see where portions have 
absorbed much more moisture than others— 
and this though bricks be so hard and dense 
that it seems hard to believe that any con- 
siderable penetration could take place. In 
ordinary weather, and in such circumstances, 
perhaps not much harm would be done; but 
we have to build for the periodical occurrence 
of prolonged wet weather, and not always are 
we provided with hard, dense and highly re- 
sistant bricks.

CONTRACTS 


ACCEPTANCE OF LOWEST TENDER, 


In the House of Commons on July 28, Mr. 
Duncan asked the Minister of Health 
whether it was his intention that Circular 
1388 should be interpreted by local authori- 
ties as ing that in considering tenders 
for public nn 38 the lowest tendered price 
must always be accepted, without regard to 
any other factors. 

Mr. Shakespeare, in ly, said, ‘‘ No, sir. 
Other thi being pete Ciginacs of the 
lowest sonar is a natural corollary of the 
system in use. But other things are not 
necessarily equal, and my right hon. friend 
fully recognises that regard must be paid to 
other criteria than tendered price. In his 
view it is important that the questions of 
efficiency and running cost, the durability of 
pssccore freedom from the necessity for 
repair and attention, and suitability for the 
purpose in view, should be considered in 
addition to tendered price. Further, the 
technical qualifications and financial standin 
of the contractor are factors which shoul 
receive due weight.” 

Commenting upon this matter, Mr. D. A. 
Bremner, Chairman of the Contracts Com- 
mittee of the Federation of British Indus- 
tries, writes as follows :— 

“The answer... is of such importance 
to both contracting parties and to sound 
economy in buying that the circumstances 
which gave rise to it may be of interest to all 
concerned. 

*“* In 1934 the Ministry of Health addressed 
a circular to all local authorities, drawing 
attention to their duty to adopt Standing 
Orders with respect to contracts. Clause 5 of 
the enclosure to Circular 1388 reads as 
follows :-— 

““* A tender other than the lowest tender if 
payment is to be made by the council or the 
highest tender if payment is to be received by 
the council shall not be accepted until the 
council shall have considered a written report 
from the appropriate officer or other person.’ 

“* As Chairman of the Contracts Committee 
of the Federation of British Industries, I am 
in a position to say that as there were many 
complaints that Clause 5 was beiag too 
rigidly and literally interpreted, the Federa- 
tion recently made representations to that 
effect to the Minister of Health. Too often, 
with unfortunate results, the lowest tender 
was accepted without regard to the fact that 
first cost alone does not determine the econo- 
mic merits of a purchase. First cost is, of 
course, a very important consideration, but 
in many cases—as, for example, the purchase 
of machinery—reliability, efficiency and 
operating —_ are of even greater impor- 
tance to imate economy of total ex- 
penditure. Materials also vary in quality, 
and it is necessary to take into account their 
suitability for the particular purpose and 
conditions, their durability, and the cost of 
maintaining them in repair. Further- 
more, the technical qualifications, experience 
and financial — of the contractor are 
factors to which due weight should be 
attached. 


“It is, therefore, reassuring to all who 
have the interests of true economy at heart 
that the Minister of Health, in his reply, 
made it clear that the acceptance of the 
lowest tender is not to be regarded as a rigid 
rule precluding the consideration of criteria 
other than prime cost, the more important of 
which have been enumerated above.”

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HOUSING PROGRESS IN 
SCOTLAND 


Durine June, according to the Department 
of Health for Scotland, 2,417 houses were 
contracted for by Scottish local authorities, 
This is the highest number recorded this 
year, as is also the figure of 18,106 for houses 
under construction by local authorities. The 
output of completed houses has dropped from 
1,592 in May to 1,395 in June, while the num- 
ber of houses that had been contracted for 
prior to June 30 but had not been begun at 
a has arisen from 6,098 at May 31 to 
6,932. 

With regard to the housing of rural 
workers, returns made to the Department of 
Health by local authorities show that during 
the quarter ended June 30 last substantial 
progress continues to be made in Scotland 
with the improvement and reconstruction of 
dwellings for rural workers under the Housing 
(Rural Workers) Acts. During that period 
1,096 applications were made for assistance 
by way of grant, and local authorities ap- 
proved 872 applications as compared with 640 
in the previous quarter. At June 30 2,863 
dwellings were in course of reconstruction and 
608 were completed during the quarter. Since 
the Act of 1926 was passed, 21,505 dwellings 
have been improved or reconstructed in Scot- 
land with the assistance of grants amounting 
to £1,849,543. Provision is made in the Act 
for loans as well as grants, but to date only 
£22,222 has been advanced on loan in respect 
of 255 dwellings. Loans without grants have 
been made for three dwellings.
